Congress Is Deceived by Min- 
ister Woodford. 


BAD RESULT OF HIS PLAN 


Conflict’ to Come Over Cuban 
Independence, 


MADRID WAITS ON CONGRESS. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY JAMES CREELMAN.) 

Madrid, April 6.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst. I—It is now certain that a gross 
fraud has been perpetrated upon Congress 
in the hope of securing delay for Spain. 

It is painful to have to say hard things 
about a good man, but the fact is that Gen- 
eral Woodford, in his ambition to play a his- 
toric part, has been leading the Spanish gov- 
ernment to believe that the United States 
would be satisfied with something less than 
Cuban independence. At the same time he 
has been holding out hope to the government 


at Washington that Spain would yield to its 


demand for the surrender ot the island. Yet 
he has known for days that Spain has abso- 
lutely refused even to consider the question 
of independence. 

The whole Spanish nation, from the Queen 
and ministry down to the humblest peasant, 
is unanimous on this point. There is not 
the faintest shadow of hope that Spain will 
either grant independence or pay indemnity 
for the loss of the Maine. Any suggestion to 
the contrary is absolutely false and intended 
to deceive Congress. The reply of Spain 
amounts to this and nothing more. She of- 
fers an armistice to the victorious Cuban 
army and invites the United States to per- 
suade the insurgent government to accept 
autonomy. She will not flinch from this posi- 
tion. General Woodford knows this very 
well. It is simply a new device of Spain to 
gain time while she is begging money from 
her people to buy warships. 


‘Will Fight to Hold Cuba. 


If the question of peace or war depends 
upon the surrender of Cuba by Spain then 
war is already a certainty. Every member 
of the Spanish Cabinet, to my certain 
knowledge, is determined that the Spanish 
flag shall remain in Cuba until it is ex- 
pelled by superior force. Woodford's 
palavering excites vain hopes in Madrid. 

Believing that some middle course might 
be possible, the Queen Regent wrote to the 
Pope, asking him to use his influence in 
the United States to avert war. The Pope 
telegraphed Archbishop Ireland, who com- 
municated with Martinelli. He approached 
McKinley and the latter cabled to Wood- 
ford. Thus the message from the Queen 
traveled 10,000 miles only to come back to 
the very spot from which it started. f

Spain’s Last Word. 


All the people were talking of one thing. 
Will the American Congress declare war? 
Everybody in the streets knew that Spain 
had said her last word and the next word 
must come from the President of the United 
States. While I stood there Woodford’s 
carriage and that of the Infanta Isabelle 
passed. Then I saw coming through the 
crowd the pale features, heavy jaws, and 
cold gray eyes of Weyler, the slayer of un- 
armed men and women. Presently I visited 
Marquis Valede Iglesias, editor of Epoca, the 
official organ of the Spanish government. 
He talked of the armistice offered to the 
Cubans and pictured the misery inflicted on 
the Spanish nation by the prolongation of 
the crisis. He talked as all Spaniards talk 
of ruined Spanish homes and Spanish widows 
and orphans, but he said nothing of the 228, 
000 graves in Cuba that hold murdered:

SPAIN FACES W _MORE TROUBLE. 


Rebellion Breaks Out Again in the 
Philippines and Promises to As- 
Proportions. 


Vancouver, B. C., 
rebellion in the Philippine Islands has broken 
out as serious as ever, War is raging on the 
Island of Luzon and is rapidly assuming the 
proportions of the rebellion of 1806-'97. At- 
tacks were made upon the Spanish quarters 
at Subig and Apalit and the rebels succeed- 
ed in capturing and carrying off large quan- 
tities of arms and ammunition. The whole 
of the northern provinces are affected. The 
natives refuse to pay taxes. Many of the 
rich natives and half-castes are closing their 
business places and are preparing to leave 
the islands. Last week two members of 
the civil guard were murdered in Manila. 
The Provinces of Sealbales, Tarlac, and 
Pangasinan are in open revolt. News has 
just reached Manila that the telegraph land 
lines connecting the cable with Manila have 
been destroyed by the rebels near Bolinao.

CUBAN POLICY IS SUSTAINED.

The ques- 
tion which chiefly brought Ambassador Hay - 
to the Foreign Office was an exchange of 
views on the position of the United States 
in relation to the declaration of Paris, which, 
owing to the fact that both the United States 
and Spain are not signatories to that instru- 
ment, might gaise serious questions if those 
powers exercised the right of search of neu- 
tral ships. 

It is understood that England, having re- | 
ceived an undertaking that Spain would not 
exercise this right, has approached the 
United States with a suggestion for a im- 
ilar undertaking. 
definitely settled. 

It is rumored in diplomatic circles here to- 
night that Austria, France, and Russia are 
making a strong final effort to combine all 
the European powers in a demand for media- 


British Cabinet, while as anxious to prevent 
hostilities as any European power, does not 
consider it good policy to join a movement 
which bears the appearance of attempting 
joint pressure on the United States. 

The feeling here is that war is inevitable 
and the fear is growing that it cannot easily 
be localized if it once breaks out, owing to 
the influences at work on behalf of Spain on 
the continent.

The highest officials in London are con- 
vinced that Spain designedly juggled the 
facts of President McKinley's connection 
with the Pope’s attempt to mediate in or- 
der to influence public opinion in Europe 
against the United States, using the Span- 
ish Ambassadors at the capitals as the 
mouthpieces of the misinformation. This 
apparently had the desired effect upon con- 
tinental opinion, but it had exactly the al 
posite effect in Great Britain. 

The United States Ambassador here, Col- 
onel John Hay, and Mr. Balfour, the acting 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, had 
a long conference at the Foreign office this 
morning. Cuba was the main subject dis- 
cussed, but the Eastern situation was also 
touched upon. The Foreign office officials 
admit that the conference was of a most 
important nature. 


| ANOTHER PLAN IS SUGGESTED. 


with an Egyptian Form of 
Autonomy. 


London, April 7.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Times explains a plan of settle- 
ment which “offers an acceptable com- 
promise, if not too late, and which has al- 
ready come under the notice of one of the 
parties concerned.“ He says: 

The scheme involves giving Cuba auton- 
omy, but placing the island in a relation 
towards Spain similar to that which Egypt 
sustains toward Turkey. Under this plan 
Cuba would pay an annual tribute to Spain, 
while America would be intrusted with the 
control of the Cuban finances and have the 
game standing there as England has in 
Egypt. The United States would guarantee 
the Spanish loan, which, considering Amer- 
ica’s high credit, could easily be issued at 3 
per cent interest, being covered by the trib- 
ute. The proceeds of the loan could be di- 
vided, say, one-third to Cuba and two-thirds 
to Spain, and thus both be rescued from 
financial distress and an honorable peace 
secured advantageous to both America and 
Spain.”

Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Special.)— 
President McKinley’s message to Congress 
did not get to that body today, although the 
President at 10 o'clock in the morning said 
it would. Between 1 and 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon he called to the White House 
Senators Davis, Lodge, and Frye of the 
Foreign Relations committee. They were 
shown a telegram from Consul General Lee 
at Havana which said that there were 2,000 
so-called American citizens in Cuba, and 
that the Consul General could not be re- 
sponsible for their lives if war were declared 
at once. General Lee said that it would take 
him until Sunday at least to get rid of these 
non-combatants and also to provide for the 
safety of the Consuls. 

Under these circumstances the President 
informed his callers that he had decided to 
postpone sending in his message until next 
Monday. They agreed with him without 
hesitation and returned to the Senate, where

The 
document was presented to the society by 
the grandson of Richard Henry Lee, ‘who 
Stated that it was sent to his grandfather 
July 8, 1776, and had been kept among che 
Lee family papers. 
Jefferson wrote Librarian Vaughn that the 
document presented by Mr, Lee was one of 
the two copies he made from the original 
draft. The other copy was reported to Con- 
gress, and what became of it was never 
knou n. The formal declaration to which the 
signatures were attached is now in Washlag- 
ton in the Department of State.

! Never has Washington seen such an en- 
thustiastic assemblage turned in a few hours 
into a horde of disappointed and disgusted 
sensation seekers. People who had spent 
the night bothering Senators and Repre- 
sentatives for orders for gallery seats filed 
out from the big building slowly and wrath- 
fully at having been made the victims of 
gnother diplomatic juggle. 
Senators and members in vain explained 
7 that the message was delayed to save pre- 
cious American lives in Cuba, but not one 
in ten of the spectators believed the ex- 
|| planation. Balked, sore, angry, mystified, 
the people left the Capitol they had so gal- 
lantly invaded in the early morning, and no 
| announcement of a coming message will be 
_ believed hereafter and no crowd at the Capi- 
tool will feel sure of the show until the cur- 
tain actually rises, if it ever does. 
In anticipation of stirring times Wash- 
- Ingtom has, for the last fortnight, been 
 erowded with strangers. Many of them 
came from the South where they have been 
_ spending the winter. It is unnecessary to 
add there is a marked element of thrifty 
men who have guns and powder to sell for 
ready money, to say nothing of ship brokers, 
and stock brokers, and all sorts of folks who 
would become Uncle Sam’s creditors.

CALLS IT AN ACT OF WAR. 


J unta Declares McKinley’s Policy 
Leads to Autonomy. 


WILL NOT TRUST AMERICA. 


New York, April 6.—The Cuban Junta, 
through its counsel, Horatio 8. Rubens, 
made an important statement today. 

It declared in the most unequivocal lan- 
guage that the Cuban provisional govern- 
ment and the Cuban army would reject ab- 
solutely intervention by the United States 
unless it should be preceded by a recognition 
of the independence of the Cuban Republic; 
that if the United States persisted in inter- 
vening without recognizing Cuban inde- 
pendence the Cuban government and mill- 
tary forces would refuse to codperate, and 
that if United States troops should be sent 


out recognition the Cuban army would in 
the last resort turn its arms against the 
United States. 

The statement made by Mr. Rubens was 
preceded by the following: 

“The declaration I am about to make is 
official, for I am the legal representative of 
the junta and I know their unalterable con- 
victions and position. It is in line with the 
utterances of the delegate of the Cuban pro- 
visional government to the United States, 
Tomas Estrada Palma, when the suggestion 
was made that this government should coun- 
sel the Cubans and, if necessary, coerce them 
to an acceptanee of autonomy.” 

After quoting from the address to the 
people of the United States, issued by Mr. 

Palma on March 17, Mr. Rubens says: 
In the face of the present proposal of in- 
tervention without previous recognition, it 
is necessary for us to go a step farther and 
say that we must and will regard such inter- 
vention as nothing less than a declagation of 
war by the United States against the Cuban 
revolutionists. * 

“If intervention shall take place on that 
basis and the United States shall land an 
armed force on Cuban soll we shall treat 
that force as an enemy to be opposed and, if 
possible, expelled, so long as the recogni- 
tion of a free Cuban republic is withheld. 
I do not mean to say that the Cuban army 
will assemble on the coast to resist the 
landing of federal troops, but that it will 
remain in the interior, refusing to coép- 
erate, declining to acknowledge any Amer- 
ican authority, ignoring and rejecting the 
intervention to every possible extent. 


¢ Cubans Would Resist. 


“Should the United States troops succeed 
in expelling the Spanish; should the United 
States then declare a protectorate over the 


— 


and seek to extend its authority“over the 
government of Cuba and the army of libera- 
tion, we would resist with force of arms as 
bitterly and tenaciously as we have fought 
the armies of Spain. 

“It was I who yesterday, from the most 
trustworthy private sources of information, 
conveyed to the newspaper reporters the 
forecast of the burden of the President's 
message—intervention without recognition 
of independence. . The forecast has been 
confirmed by subsequent public events and 
the accuracy of my information in this par- 
ticular should give authority to the infcema- 
tion, even more important, which I am now 
to divulge. 

It has been in my for many 
hours, and I have hesitated between my 
duty as an American citizen on the one hand, 
and, on the other; as the legal representative 
of the Cuban Junta; but I regard the time 
as now arrived when I must make these 
facts known, 

„1 have it from a Spanish authority high 
in financial circles that the whole course 
now proposed by the President is in pursu- 
ance of an understanding between Washing- 
ton and Madrid, the object of which its to 
secure peace in Cuba—Cuban acceptance 
of Spanish autonomy, without the shedding 
of a drop of American blood or the expendi- 
ture of another dollar of American money. 

“See how perfectly the proposals, with 
this light upon them, are adapted to work 
out to that end; the intrinsic evidence alone 
is almost sufficient to prove the accuracy of 
my information, which runs thus: 

“Tt has beer agreed between Spain and 
the United States that this government, 
while declaring for intervention, shall refuse 
to recognize the independence of Cuba. It 
is mutually hoped by the two governments 
that the Cubans will then become convinced 
that the object for which they have been 
fighting all these years—independence—can- 
not be obtained and that they will accept 
perforce, first, an armistice and, eventually, 
autonomy under the Spanish flag. 


Part of the Program. 


‘A part of the program is that Congress 

shall empower the President to intervene but 
shall not direct him to do so. The object of 
this will be to gain ample time in which to 
persuade the Cubans to make terms directly 
with Spain. I assert again that this in- 
formation is trustworthy and it explains 
what has seemed inexplicable—the optimistic 
tone still observable among prominent of- 
ficials both at Washington and Madrid, de- 
spite the strong sentiment for forcible inter- 
vention prevailing both throughout the na- 
tion and in Congress. Incidentally, also, it 
accounts for the tone of the stock market 
both here and abroad and the apparent firm- 
-ness of Spanish securities. 
The Cubans are already fairly informed 
of this entente between the Spanish and 
American governments, veiled as it is by 
every semblance of an open rupture; and I 
speak with full authority in saying that the 
Cubans in the field can be relied upon to 
resist all overtures of peace unaccompanied 
by complete independence. 

“The Cubans will not trust the United 
States first to obtain possession and then to 
grant Cuban independence. The very fact 
that recognition is expressly withheld now 
implies the possipility that it may be per- 
manently withhedd. In fact, we more than 
half know what to expect in the event of 
States becoming master ot the

“They will not have the United States 
step in in the eleventh hour of the most 
heroic and self-sacrificing struggle against 
tyranny recorded in all history and reap all 
the fruits of it, saddling us, amongst other 
things, with the financial cost of its unwel- 
come intervention. 

But should the United States recognize 
the independence and then intervene it 
would be most welcome to the Cubans, and 
the expense would gladly be defrayed from 
the treasury of the republic 


Responsible to the World. 

There is a view of this matter which it 
behooves the United States to weigh care- 
fully, Should this country forcibly inter- 
vene without recognizing any government in 
Cuba it would be responsible to all nations 
of the earth for injury to their subjects or 
to thelr property during the whole period 
of the occupation, whereas should the Re- 
public of Cuba be recognized as the lawful 
sovereignty in the island, upon it would 
devolve all responsibility. 

It may be said that the United States 
would be too high-minded to influence the 
resuit of the plebiscite of which I have 
spoken as the sequence of occupation with- 
out recognition. But has not the United 
States corrupt elections in its own borders? 
How could it guarantee an absolutely fair 
and unbiased election in Cuba? Shall it set 
up for the Cuban people a standard of purity 
at the ballot box which its own more en- 
lightened citizens have not been able to 
obtain? 

The mistake of the United States is in 
treating the Cubans as children instead of 
men fighting for liberty and prepared to 
keep up the conflict to the death against 
whomsoever opposes their one object. We 
should infinitely prefer hands off than that 
the United States should intervene without 
recognition of Cuban independence. There 
are 40,000 Cuban guerrillas to oppose such 
intervention. But, of course, we hope for 
better things.“ N 

We expect even that Congress will up- 
set this clever scheme of Spain and our 
Executive and declare first our independ- 
ence and then intervention to secure it.“ 

Later Mr. Rubens supplemented his ut- 
terance with this written statement over 
his signature: 

“The statement was based on the indica- 
tions appearing, that the object of the 
United States in refusing to recognize the in- 
aependence of Cuba was to annex the island 
to the United States. It was in view of 
this fact that I expressed the determina- 
tion of the Cuban army to resist. We would, 
of course, welcome the American army to 
aid us in achieving our independence.”

GUNS FOR COAST DEFENSE. 


Wash , D. C., April 6.—[Special.]— 
There quiet in the War and 
Navy departments today, and work seemed 
to be suspended in anticipation of the mes- 
sage expected from the White House. The 
chief events of the War and Navy depart- 
ments consisted mainly in developing the 
preparations for war, in regard to which the 
energy of the officials has not relaxed for a 
single hour. Bfforts were continued in the 
Navy department for the purchase of boats 
abroad, and it was reported that there was 
some chance of securing four torpedo boats 
recently built for the Chinese government 
at Schichau. The Navy department is par- 
ticularly anxious to secure ships of this 
type, which is somewhat inadequately repre- 
sented in our own navy, and in which the 
Spanish navy is especially strong. 
Assistant Secretary Rooseveit and the 
Board of Strategy, of which he is the Pres- 
ident, and which divides its time up in dis- 
cussing the plamof operations and the means 
of attack, have urged the Secretary to buy 
torpedo boats and destroyers. The yachts 
which have been purchased will serve in 
nome degree the purposes of both types, but 
there are structural obstacles which cannot 
be surmounted by the conversion of those 
craft into serviceable ‘ships at the navy 
yards. The tugs, each of which will ba 
armed with one one-pounder Hotchkiss and 
one Gatling, will offer scant resistance to 
cruisers, which are but lightly protected, or 
even against’ torpedo boats, with 
greater speed and partial protection.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE WITHHELD. 

The President has suddenly changed his 

mind and has given Congress to understand 

that his message will not be sent in until 

Monday next. The reason assigned for 

this delay is the desire of the government 

to assure the safety of the Consuls and to 

secure time for the withdrawal of American 

residents in Cuba, this action being ren- 

dered necessary by a dispatch from General | 
Lee stating that it will take until Sunday 

next to accomplish the exodus. On the 

other hand, it is asserted by some unfriend- 

ly critics of the President that he withholds 

his message because of the hostility of Con- 

gress, while in other quarters the suspicion 

is expressed that he is desirous of giving 

Spain one more and the last opportunity 

of avoiding a war which will inevitably 

prove disastrous to that nation. 

Whatever the cause may be, unquestiona- 

bly the course of the President in entailing 

further delay will be in the nature of a dis- 

appointment to the people of the United 

States, who are impatient at this continued 

suspense and want something done. But if it 

shall eventuate that the delay was rendered 

imperative as a measure of safety for Gen- 

eral Lee and the Consuls, as well as for 

American residents, the people and Con- 

gress will submit to it with good grace, and 

they may draw the inference that the Pres- 

ident’s recommendations are of a radical 

nature or they would not have menaced the 

personal security of the representatives of 

the government. If, on the other hand, the 

‘delay is occasioned by the fear that Con- 

gress may not sympathize with the Presi- 

dent’s policy or if it is in the nature of a 

-further concession of time to Spain, it will 

be likely to occasion a renewal of the de- 

mand that Congress shall take the matter 

in hand and act independently, promptly, 

and vigorously. | 7 
One thing is certain, the country must 
wait and exercise patience a little longer. 
Meanwhile Tun Trisune hopes that this 
delay has been occasioned by considera- 
tions of solicitude for the safety of the gov- 
ermment’s representatives in the Island of 
Cuba.

It even threatens 
to turn its arms against the troops of this 
country sent to Cuba on the basis of in- 
tervention without this recognition. The 
Cubans evidently want it understood they 
are after independence or nothing. If the 
President fails to recognize independence 
then Congress must do it. No settlement 
of this question will content the American 
people which does not proceed upon this 
It is the core of the issue, and any 
adjustment which is not based upon the 
absolute, unconditional freedom of Cuba 
and the ejection of Spain from that island 
forever will be an unwelcome one.

Sixth—Will you, 1 elected, stand by and sup- 
their “efforts city’s Just rights in 
dealing with the street railroad compantes? Yes. 

Neagle elected himself by his satisfactory 
answers. Politically Mr. Darrow was ac- 
ceptable to the great majority of the voters 
of the ward. Nobody could point to any- 
thing in his past record which was ob- 
jectionable, But when he let it be known 
that he was for the Allen law and the 
traction companies that fact outweighed 
all other considerations, and the Democrat, 
who was opposed to that law, was prompt- 
ly given the preference. 7

THE MILWAUKFE ELECTION. 

The Mayoralty election in Milwaukee on 
Tuesday was a Democratic vietory. That 
party had a majority of over 8,000 in a total 
vote of about 60,000, As the platform on 
which the successful candidate for Mayor 
was nominated indorsed the free silver 
plank of the Chicago platform Bryan may 
be tempted to claim that Milwaukee, which 
indorsed sound money and the gold stand- 
ard emphatically in 1896, has changed front 
on that issue. 

Such a claim would be preposterous. The 
Germans, who are so important a factor in 
Milwaukee elections, are as much in favor 
of sound money as they always have been 
in that city and elsewhere, If the money 
question had been the issue day before yes- 
terday no cheap money candidate would 
have been elected. | 

Nobody mentioned free silver during the 
campaign. The Republicans were defeated 
because a number of Republicans indulged 
in their favorite pastime of voting for Dem- 
ocratic candidates in order to “ punish the 
machine” for making unacceptable nomi- 
nations. There is much feeling in Milwau- 
kee over the street railroad question, and 
it was claimed that the Republican leaders 
had selected as candidates for Aldermanic 
and other positions men who favor the trac- 
tion companies, 

A German-American was nominated for 
Mayor, but he was not the man they want- 
ed, for he was not believed to be sound on 
the main issue. Every candidate from 
Mayor down who was suspected of opposi- 
tion to the policy of reduced street car fares 
and compensation for franchises was 
knocked out. > 

The lesson of the Milwaukee elections, 
as of elections which have been held in the 
past in this and other cities, is that Repub- 
liean politicians who run local machines 
cannot hold Republicans in line when an at- 
tempt is made to commit them to the sup- 
port of policies and candidates they have 
no faith in. 

Party ties are becoming looser and looser 
in local elections conducted on local issues. 
Politicians may call on party members to 
rally to the support of an objectionable 
candidate on the ground that he is all right 
on national issues, but an increasing num- 
ber of voters refuse to heed those appeals. 
Why is it that the party bosses cannot ap- 
preciate that fact and get “ néarer to the 
people? 

VOTERS WHO DISCRIMINATED. 

A comparison of the vote cast for town 
officers and Aldermen at Tuesday's elec- 
tion- in some of the wards shows the in- 
creasing readiness of voters to scratch their 
ballots at local elections in favor of those 
whom they believe to be the best men, even 
though they are on the other ticket. 

‘The Democratic candidate for Assessor 
got 3,372 votes in the Twenty-second Ward 
and carried it by 2,348 majority. Colvin 
received only 2,396 votes and was beaten 
by 715 majority. In the Twenty-first Ward 
the Democratic Assessor got 3,501 votcs. 
John McGillen, the regular candidate for 
Alderman, got only 1,906 votes. The Re- 
publican nominee got 280 votes less than 
the party candidate for Assessor and an 
independent got 1,983 votes and was elected. 

The Republican candidate for Assessor 
in Lake View received 3,329 votes in the 
Twenty-sixth Ward, as against 4,240 re- 
ceived by the Democrat and the independent 
who ran against him. But Schlake, run- 
ning for Alderman on the Democratic 
ticket, got 5,086 votes, or nearly twice as 
many as his competitor. 


candidate for Assessor 2,156 votes and 319 
majority. But Best, Republican candidate 
for Alderman, got only 1,662 votes, while 
Gunther received 2,515. Several hundred 
voters were able to discriminate intelli- 
gently between the man with the good 
record and the man with the bad record. 

In the wards mentioned and in other 
wards Aldermen who were knuwn to be 
opposed to the Allen law ran ahead of the 
party ticket. Those who were in favor of 
it fell behind. Popular sentiment in the 
decent wards evidently is against that law. 

The independent voting of Tuesday is 
gratifying, but there is great need of more 
voters who do not content themselves with 
putting an “x” mark at the top of the 
blanket ballot, bat who scan that ballot 
closely and when they find a boodling Al- 
derman in the same column with an honest 
Assessor take the trouble of making 
separate marks against the one and for the 
other. 


MORE LIGHT ON SPAIN’S GUILT. 

President McKinley now has in his pos- 
session a report made by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Colwell, the United States naval 
attaché at London, showing that a large 
number of deadly submarine mines were 
made in London for the Madrid government 
in 1887, and again in 1896, and that eight 
or ten of these were placed in Havana har- 
bor. The man under whose direction these 
mines were manufactured, J. P. Gibbons, 
expresses the positive belief that the ex- 
plosion which destroyed the Maine was 
caused by what he calls a ground mine, 
containing 500 pounds of guncotton, and 
operated from a keyboard in one of the forts 
ashore. 7 

All this is in line with the known facts 
regarding the Maine wreck, and has been 
practically known from the first. But the 
most damning evidence brought out by 
Mr. Gibbons comes in his statement that the 
electric currents necessary for exploding 
one of these mines are formed only by the 
manipulation of a complicated keyboard, 
especially devised to prevent accidents, 
Not only was it impossible for one of these 
mines to explode accidentally, but it was 
equally impossible for one man to set it off. 
Three keys are necessary, which are always 
kept in the possession of three different 
officers, and the presence or consent of all 
three is necessary to explode the mine. 
Even if an outsider obtained possession of

a lack of adequate proof of Spain's willful 
complicity in the crime. It can no longer 


be claimed that the blowing up of the Maine 


was the irresponsible act of outsiders. It 


was the deliberate act of Spanish army or 


navy officers of the highest rank and re- 
sponsibility, and not of one or two of them, 
but of a considerable number of them.

REPORT ON SUNDAY, APRIL 
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SPAIN STILL PLAYING FOR DELAY. 
The report coming from Washington to 


the effect that the representatives in this 


country of the principal European powers, 
excepting Russia, had joined in a note 


practically extending the good offices of 


their respective governments to avert war 


between the United States and Spain shows 


that Spain is still playing its cards to secure 
further delay in the settlement of the Cu- 
ban question. 

This scheme began weeks ago in the 
effort to secure a practical alliance of Eu- 
ropean powers on the side of Spain, but it 
proved a failure. Then followed the at- 
tempt, with which the world has been 
amused for the last few days, to make it 
appear that the Pope was about to assume 
the province of a mediator—the report be- 
ing given out from Madrid that President 
McKinley had accepted the offer, although 
this has since been withdrawn and apolo- 


gized for. 


It is evident that the powers taking part 


in these steps are aware that there are no 
questions at issue between the United 
States and Spain at the present time upon 
which they can properly base an offer of 
mediation. This is indicated by the fact 
that no forma! note on the subject appears 


to have been presented to the administra- 


tion, such a step apparently being held in 
abeyance until a real crisis has arrived. 
Spain's real ground of controversy is with 
the insurgents in its colonial dependency of 
Cuba, and, while intervention between these 
two, either by the Pope or any other power, 
may be perfectly proper, no such reason 
exists on the part of the United States 
either to seek or accept the “ good offices ” 
of any foreign power whatever. 

In the meantime the agent of the Asso- 


ciated Press in London gives out in the 


most positive manner that “the British 
government ’’—the leading power claimed to 


be represented in the mediation scheme— 


has assured the United States of its fullest 


and most cordlal sympathy in its Cuban 


policy.” It is added: 


This assurance was given with the most com- 
plete knowledge of the latest developments in the 
negotiations between the United States and Spain 
and on the understanding that events are tending 


steadily toward armed intervention in Cuba. 


The British government is even more friendly 


to the United States than the newspapers here, 


having more accurate knowledge of the real 
nature and purport of the dealings between the 


United States and Spain. 


This bears inherent evidence of reliability 
and would seem to put at rest all probability 
that the scheme of mediation or jnterven- 
tion—if it exists at all—will be permitted to 
assume any other phase than that of the 
most friendly character towards the United 
States, at least so long as Great Britain 
is identified with it. So far as the whole 
story is not idle gossip it would appear to 
be merely a friendly compliance with the 
urgent appeals of Spain to its neighboring 
powers to save it from humiliation and 


ruin. 


Tun Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, who 
was tried by the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly in 1898 for “ uttering, teaching, and 
propagating views and doctrines contrary to 
the seriptures and to the Westminster Con- 
fession and to his ordination vows,” was sus- 
pended from the ministry untl such time 
as he shall give satisfactory evidence of re- 
pentance.“ Now, after a period of five years, 
instead of showing any signs of repentance, 
he has been admitted to the Episcopal | 
Church by Bishop Potter of New York and 
is a candidate for holy orders. This will in- 


volve his resignation as a professor in 


Union Theological Sem nary, but he will 
probably find ample compensation in the 
larger degree of toleration which he will 
enjoy In the new fold. Dr. Briggs having 
found a new and safe anchorage much inter- 
est is now felt in the future movements of 
two more heretics, Professor Shields of 
Princeton and Professor McGiffert of Unicn. 
They are not storm centers yet, but may be- 
come so. In such case probably the same 
haven in which Dr. Briggs found shelter will 


be open to them also.

Tun new Spanish Minister, Polo y Bernabe, 


in the course of a long interview lays much 


stress upon the alleged pacific intentions of 
Spain towards the Cuban insurgents and 
recontentrados. He brings forward the 
revocation of the decrees of concentration 
and the steps which Spain has taken for the 
reltef of these starving thousands, but he 
fails to state that it has waited more than 


two years and allowed hundreds of thou- 


sands of women and children to die before 


intervening in behalf of the victims of Wey- 
lerigm, and that it only changed its policy 


when the whole civilized world condemned 
its Inhuman policy and the United States 
proposed to relieve the suffering by armed 
intervention and without asking its con- 
sent. As to the insurgents he says they 
have borne arms against Spain for three 
years, entailing terrible loss of life and 
money, “and yet believing these men to be 
misguided the government has sought to 
regain their confidence.” Sefior Polo y 
Bernabe has undoubtedly stated the Spanish 
side of the question accurately enough, but 
he omits to mention that Spain has made 
these fine promises more than once. It re- 


gained the confidence of the insurgents after 
the ten years’ war and induced them to lay 
down their arms only to violate every prom- 
ise it made and to subject them to outrages 
which have inspired the present struggle. 
The insurgents may well be forgiven if they 
put no trust in the promises of this deceitful 
and treacherous nation. Sefior Polo y Ber- 
nabe will have a difficult task before him if 
he expects to induce them to place confidence 
in Spain again or if he expects to make the 
people of the United States believe that 
Spain has any love either for the insurgents 
or for this country. 


Tux statement made by Captain Sigshee, 
late commander of the battleship Maine, 
before the House Foreign Affairs committee 
in reference to the cause of the Maine dis- 
aster, is most rignificant and will have 
weight with every unprejudiced mind. Cap- 
tain Slesbee, now freed from any obligation | 
requiring his silence, frankly expresses the 
opinion that the Maine was destroyed by a 
submarine mine; and, while refraining from 
charging complicity with the affair against 
the Spanish government or Genera! Blanco, 
declares it inconceivable that the ex- 
plosion could have occurréd without the 
connivance of Spanish officers. Simultane- 
ously with this comes a significant statement 
from Havana showing that the buoy No. 4, 
near which the Maine was anchored at the 
tims of the explosion, had been shunned 
for two months by Spanish vessels; also pre- 
sent'ng evidence that, whereas there had 
been unused submarine cable in the Spanish 
arsenal some months before the arrival of 
the Maine, at a later date it had disap- 
peared, implying that it had in the meantime 
been placed somewhere. In connection with 
this statement evidence is presented going 
to show that deception was practiced upon 
the officers of the Maine in locating the ves- 
sel, and that buoy No. 4, near which it was 
said to be moored by direction of the Span- 
ish harbor officials, was much nearer an- 
other section. Was this another piece of 
Spanish duplicity designed to cover up evi- 
dence of intended treachery? The author 
of this statement asserts that every Pu- 
ropean Captain visiting the hdrbor since the 
Maine disaster has corroborated these facts, 
though, for prudential reasons, so long as 
Spain remains in control, declining to have, 
their names made known. The author 
claims to be able to produce sworn testimony 
to prove all the facts stated. 


THRE is confirmation for all the appre- 
hension that has been felt on account of the 
whalers imprisoned by the ice in the Arctic 
Ocean in the report of their condition 


brought to Nanaimo, B. C., by Officer George 


F. Tilton of the fleet, after a journey con- 
sum g nearly six months through the 
arctic regions in midwinter.

The Queen, it appears, sides altogether 
with the Grand Duke of Hesse in his dispute 
with his wife—a dispute which has resulted 
for the second time in a separation—and it is 
this attitude of the Queen, whose views are 
shared by the Grand Duke's sister, the 
Czarina of Russia, and by the Czar, that 
contributes to render the reconciliation be- 
tween this young couple so very difficult, 
since neither of them can be persuaded that 
they are in the wrong. 

The Duke of Coburg, father of the Grand 
Duchess, is now at Nice endeavoring to ex- 
plain to his mother, the Queen, the case of 
his daughter, and is receiving in the affair 
the support of his eldest daughter, the Crown 
cess of Roumania, who is likewise at 
Nice. But so far there seems to be very 
littié prospect of mending matters, although 
the couple are exceedingly young, being 
both under 380, for the Princess is high- 
spirited and extremely obstinate, while her 
husband is the strangest mixture of sensi- 
tiveness and boorishness, of melancholia and 
exuberance of spirits,-which latter finds its 


most frequent expression in rough horse- | 


play. Moreover, although a most brilliant 
musician, and even a composer of no small 
merit, he is lamentabiy ignorant, narrow- 
minded, and uneducated, whereas his wife 
is one of the cleverest young Princesses in 
Europe. ie 


And, as if the poor Duke of Coburg had not 
enough upon his shoulders in connection 
with the marital affairs of his second daugh- 
ter, he is likewise now called upon to act as 
arbiter in the difficulties between Prin e 
Philippe of Coburg and his Belgian wife, the 
Duke being the head of the Coburg family, 
of which Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, tie 
Prince of Wales, King Leopold of Belgium, 
and the present King of Portugal are all 
junior members, each one of them bearing 
in addition to their other titles that of Duke, 
not “of” but in Saxony, this being a 
title which belongs by inheritance to every 
male member of the house of Saxe-Coburg. 

Emperor Francis Joseph declared at the 
very outset of the conflict between Prince 
Philippe and his wife that he would not per- 
mit anything in the shape of a trial for 
judicial separation to take place at Vienna, 
and insisted that if anything of the kind was 
needed the courts of Coburg should be in- 
voked. This, however, cannot be done with- 
out the consent of the reigning Duke of Co- 
burg, second son of Queen Victoria, and 
formerly known as the Duke of Edinburg, 
and this is how England's former sailor 
Prince now finds himself filling the alto- 
gether unusual role of a censor of morals, for 
which his past record can hardly be regarded 
as fitting him. 


Incidentally I may mention that Prince 
Philippe has subjected his wife to the alto- 
gether unnecessary slight of advertising in 
the French papers that he will be repsonsi- 
ble for none of her debts, his pretext for so 
doing being that when she left Nice rather 
hurriedly the other day a number of her 
debts remained unpaid, the bills for which 
were thereupon sent to him. 

Owing to the pecullar laws relating to the 
property of married women on the cont!- 
nent, it has been possible for the Prince to 


» financially embarrass his wife by tempo- 


farily refusing his consent to her drawing 
upon her own fortune. And he has taken 
advantage of this. 

But as soon as ever she secures a judicial 
separation she will recover free control of 
her estate, which is a very large one, in- 
deed, both of King Leopold’s married daugh- 
ters having been from a financial point of 
‘view magnificent matrimonial catches. 

It seems that at the very time that this 
advertisement appeared in the French pa- 
pers the private secretary of the Princess 
was engaged at Paris in raising some money 
on some bonds belonging to her.

ity. Up to that time it was simply a repeti- 
tion of yesterday and Monday, with prices 
fluctuating feverishly within narrow limits 
and with a limited volume of trading. 

In the first four hours transactions on the 
Stock Exchange amounted to less than 
200,000 shares. In the last hour 150,000 
shares were added to that total. 

The stagnation that prevailed during the 
early part of the day was due to the same 
conditions that have been influential for sev- 
eral days past. There was no pressure to 
sell stocks, nor has there been since last 
Friday. Until war is actually declared there 
will be but little more liquidation. All the 
investors who could be scared by anything 
short of actual war have already unloaded. 

But there are many of them who will throw 
upon the market vast amounts of securities 
just as soon as Congress opens the ball. 


Fright in the Bear Camp. 


Just before 2 o’clock today came the

The outlook for a prospérous spring and 
summer in the dry goods business is most 
encouraging. The market during the last 
week has been exceptionally lively, the re- 
quest for goods being general in character. 
Retailers in all sections seem to anticipate 
a brisk trade from now on, and from all ap- 
pearances the rumors of war have had no 
appreciable effect upon the situation. The 
desire to purchase seems to be greater than 
for several seasons and the wholesale trade 
has been forced to duplicate on many lines ot 
goods, while a scarcity in others has been 
noticed. 

The reti stores of Chicago have been ur- 
rayed in gala attirie during the week, and 
exceedingly attractive displays in the line of 
gowns and spring bonnets have been the 
order. The Easter trade has been un- 
usually brisk, partly because the merchants 
have been pushing out along this line and for 
the additional reason that there has been a 
decided increase in the demand for this class 
of goods this season. 

The trade in silk goods showed an increase 
in liveliness over a week or two ago, which 
in its turn was by no means slow. Already 
large orders are being placed for fall goods 
and manufacturers are paying especial at- 
tention to plain weaves. Black brocades 
have been showing an increase in demand 
and it is thought medium figured brocades 
will hold their own all season. Taffeta is 
scarce and the consequent rise in price is 
having an effect upon the demand for Japan- 
ese and China silks. In wash goods percales 
and ginghams seem to be the leaders. Per- 
cales are having the best of it so far on ac- 
count of their attractive styles and their 
close imitations to ginghams. The trade 
in linen and white goods has been active 
in common with the other departments of 
the dry s trade, and the wholesale 
houses are receiving large orders for this 
class of material. 

Retailers are experiencing a rush in the 
kid glove business that Is taxing the capacity 
of their stocks. Many high colored linesare 
in bad shape because the market is ex- 
hausted in them, and as a result many sales 
are being lost to the retailer. Fabric gloves 
have not shown up strongly as yet as regards 
demand, but it is thought a demand will be 
experienced for them later after the rush of . 
Easter trade.
